Dbstructivk Fikk — Great Lost of Property — 
Jofmtoa $f Me/idert » Furniture Manufactory and W. 
P. Reeor *J- Co.'i Foundry Destroyed — Loss $250,000. 
The most destructive and disastrous fire that has 
visited our city for many years occurred last night. 
About half-past eight o'clock a fire was discovered 
In the engine room of the large furniture manufac- 
tory of Meader, Johnson, & Co., on the north-west 
corner of Smith and Front streets. 

The llames communicated to the main building 
adjoining, a five-story brick, and in a brief space of 
time it was enveloped in flames. The fire depart- 
ment was soon on the ground, but owing to the com- 
bustible material within the walls of the building, 
it was next to impossible to cheek the progress of 
the fire. The flames spread with almost lightning 
rapidity, and the heat was very intense. Torrents 
of water from near twenty streams was poured upon 
the burning building, but they were, apparently, 
powerless. Adjoining, on the south, was another 
nriok building, four-storys in height, belonging to 
the same firm, which caught fire and was soon a 
mass of burning matter, together with two two- 
story frames on the north part, also belonging to the 
same establishment. In the reor was the large 
lumlnsr yard of the firm, which soon caught fire. 

The heat of the flames was too powerful and in- 
tense to admit of the near approacn of the firemen. 
Tbe combustible character of the material, and the 
rapidity with which the flames spread, rendered the 
lal)Or3 of the firemen almost powerless. 

On the south-west corner of Front and Smith 
streets was situated the larg* stove and hollow ware 
fuunderv of W. P. Kf »or & Co., which caught fire in 
the roof, and the flames soon spread throughout the 
upper part, although several streams of water were 
brought to lajar upon it. In less than an hour the 
entire building was consumed. 

Resor's foundsrv was a five story brick building, 
extending from Front to Wster 'street, over two 
hundred feet frunt ; and was the largest establish- 
ment of the kind in the West. A large quantity ot 
valuable patterns were carried into the back yard, 
but they were destroyed by the falling of the walls. 

J. K. Coolidge and H. Costermans' large furniture 
establishments, opposite Meader & Johnson's factory, 
were considerably injured, as was also the Mechanics 
Hotel, on the south-east corner of Irugft aDd Smith. 

Msader & Johnaon's loss, including the buildings, 
will not fall far short of $100,000, upon which there 
hi an insurance of onlv $."0,990. 

W. P. Resor & Co.'i loss is about $130,000. We 
could not ascertain the amount of insurance, but 
understand that it approximates ck*e to the loss.

The National Anniversary. — To » stronger, 
the city on Saturday seemed to be depopulated. All 
business was suspended, and the day appeared like 
a Sabbath. While quietness reigned supreme at 
home, the surrounding country was alive with pic- 
nic and other social parties. The railroad companies 
had to bring into requisition all their locomotives 
and cars to accommodate the public. 

Several thousand of our citizens attended the cer- 
emonies at Lexington. They returned on Saturday 
and Sunday. We must defer our account of the pro- 
ceedings in that city till to-morrow. 

The citizens of Eminence celebrated the Fourth 
by a grand dinner. An oration was delivered by 
Mr. Armstrong, a graduate of Georgetown College. 

Sandusky, Ikdiama, and Louisville Railroad. 
A meeting of the stockholders of this road took 
place at Cambridge City week before last. The 
meeting was well attended, and quite an interest 
was manifested in the road. Mr. Lewis Maddux 
was elected President of the company. Messrs. 

C. S. Donaldson, Jacob Mull, and J. 

Directors for Rush county, 
of this city, was also elected a 
Garret of Winchester, Sol. Mere- 
dith of Richmond, Lafe Devilen, and Thomas Tyner 
■ectors for the eastern portion of the 
olicitors have also been appointed, 
and the company is now fully organized. They ex- 
pect to go to work in earnest and have the road com- 
pleted at once. The work has assumed the name 
of the Sandusky, Indiana, and Louisville Railroad. 
It commences at Sandusky City, Ohio, and tra- 
verses about one hundred and ten miles of that State 
before it strikes the Indiana line. We believe the 
principal place on its route after leaving Sandusky 
is Union, where it will connect with several of the 
most important Western roads. It will take an air 
I from the last named place to this city, 
through Winchester in Randolph county, 
! in Wayne county, Rushville in Rush 
y, Shelbyville in Shelby county, and Columbus 
in Bartholomew county. The road will connect 
with the Bellefontaine road at Winchester, with the 
Cincinnati and Chicago road at Cambridge, with 
the Indianapolis and Cincinnati road at Shelbyville, 
with the Madison and Indianapolis road at Colum- 
bus, and with the Ohio and St. Louis road at Jeffer- 
sonville. About sixty miles of the road between 
Sandusky and Union is already graded and ready 
for placing the iron upon it. The iron has been pro- 
cured for eighty miles of the road and will be laid 
down immediately. 

If the company succeed in negotiating for the 
Rushville and Shelbyville, and for the Shelbyville 
and Columbus roads, it will leave about one hun- 
dred miles of the road to be built. They expect to 
have the road completed and the cars running l>e- 
tween Rushville and Louisville this fall. The 
length of the road, as contemplated, cannot fall far 
abort of three hundred miles. 

The road will undoubtedly be built. Men of cap- 
ital and energy have taken hold of it , and those of 

stock. 

■»"The quarter-master and commissary depart- 
ments at St. Louis have been engaged since the 5th 
of May in fitting out the Utah expedition. The 
number of troops forwarded by them to the West is 
1,600; the number of horses purchased, 302; num- 
ber of mules, 234; number of wagons, with harness 
for six mule teams. 325; total number of tons of 
quartermaster's and commissary stores, purchased 
and shipped, 5,750; number of bushels of oats,15,- 
600; bushels of corn, 70,000; steamers engaged, 
45; and number of teamsters employed, 200. The 
value of the quarter-master" s stores is $700,000, and 
•s stores, $328,000. It does 
the materiel of war furnished by the 
St. Louis arsenal, and in the preparation .of which 
an average of 100 men have been for some time em- 
ployed. When the whole account comes to be 
footed up, it will be found that this expedition has 
been the means of disbursing some twelve or fifteen 
hundred thousand dollars in Missouri, to say noth- 
ing of transportation across the plains, the supply of 
beef cattle, &c, contracts for which have already 
been made. 



A Dot ule Murder. — On Monday last, Mr. Pat- 
rick Gallaher, a highly-esteemed citizen of Franklin 
county, Mo., was shot and probably killed by a man 
named Ulackwell. Gallaher was the owner of a 
mill in Franklin county, and some words had passed 
between the parties. Gallaher was unarmed. Black- 
well procured two pistols and a shot-gun, the last 
loaded with buck-shot. With these arms he returned 
to the mill, in company with his son, where he 
found Gallaher and a young man named Kearny. 
Gallaher was shot with the gun, the most of the 
load striking him in the hip and the legs, and one of 
the buck-shot in the body, passing just above the 
liver. As Gallaher fell, Kearny ran up to support 
him, and he was wounded by a shot fired by a son of 
Blackwell, after which the latter fired at and killed 
him also. The murderers escaped, although great 
excitement was produced in the county, and the 
male population turned out in pursuit of them. They 
are said to have taken the direction of St. Louis. 
One letter aays that Gallaher was not dead, but 
mortally wounded; another, that he was killed. 



^\J. S. R. Chipman, mentioned as having been 
convicted at the last term of the Guilford, N. C, 
Court of the murder of Miss Pinnix, has escaped 
from jail. Much excitement prevails in the commu- 
nity in consequence of the murderer's escape, and 
as to how be was furnished with the requisite instru- 
ments with which to cut through eighteen iron bars 
between Thursday and Saturday. His estimable 
but broken-hearted mother paid him a long visit on 
Thursday, at which time his cell was examined. 

The Mavsville Eagle is informed that Wm. 
Orr, Esq., of Bracken county, sold, a few days ago, 
bis entire last year's crop of wine to a gentleman in 
New Y ork for $2 50 per gallon. This is the highest 
price we have yet heard of the native wine selling 
for in this country, and it speaks well for the adap- 
tation of Bracken soil to the grape business.

The Pretended Spiritual Manifestations.— 
The Boston Courier prints the following aw ard of the 
committee who were appointed to investigate the 
controversy between that journal and Dr. H. F. 
Gardner, respecting the genuineness of certain phe- 
nomena for which a spiritual origin is claimed by 
some misguided persons. The committee find, of 
I course, that there is no just ground for this belief: 

The committee award that Dr. Gardner, haying 
I failed to produce l>efore them an agent or medium 
who "communicated a word imparted to the spirits 
iu an adjoining room," "who read a word in English 
written inside a book, or folded sheet of paper, 
who answered any question "which the superior in- 
telligences must be ahle to answer," "who tilted a 
piano without touching it, or caused a chair to move 
a foot;" and having failed to exhibit to the commit- 
tee any phenomenon which under the widest lati- 
tude of interpretation could I* regarded as equiva- 
lent to either of these proposed tests, or any phe- 
nomenon w hich required for its production or in any 
manner indicated a force which could technically 
be denominated Spiritual, or which was hitherto un- 
known to science, or a phenomenon of which the 
cause was not palpable to the committee, is, there- 
fore, not entitled to claim from the Boston Courier 
the proposed premium of five hundred dollars. 

It is the opinion of the committee, derived from 
observation, that any connection with Spiritualistic 
circles, 60 called, corrupts the morals and degrades 
the intellect. They, therefore, deem it their solemn 
duty to warn the community against this contami- 
nating influence, which surely tends to lessen the 
truth of man and the purity of woman. 

The committee will publish a report of their pro- 
ceedings, together with the results of additional in- 
vestigations and other evidence independent of the 
special case submitted to them, but bearing upon 
the subject of this stupendous delusion.

The Pearl Discoveries.— The Journal of Com- 
merce notices some interesting facts connected with 
the pearl discoveries in New Jersey. The result 
falls short of the generally exaggerated 
both as regards numbers and value, 
too, it seems, is not so well rewarded as former ef- 
forts, and many discovered are defective in shape 
and color: 

We were shown the largest one which has yet 
been found, and ascertained its estimated value to 
be $1,500. This pearl is rarely surpassed, either 
in size or appearance, by any that are imported, 
being over a quarter of an inch in circumference, 
or nearly the size of a boy's marble, very lus- 
trous, perfectly spherical, and delicately tinted 
with blue, literally "pearl color," thus "combin- 
ing all the requisites for a pearl of the first class. 
Its weight, which is the chief criterion of excellence, 
is exactly 93 grains. It was found in New Jersey. 
Most of these pearls are beautifully tinted with 
pink, which color is deemed, by Paris connoisseurs, 
to lie in no wise inferior to white. Tiffany & Co. 
have purchased about 100 valuable pearls, many of 
which are estimated to be singly worth from fifty to 
seventy-five dollars, and are about the size of a 
large pea. Besides these, there are something like 
300, or about a gill, of all sizes, shapes, and colors, 
which are comparatively valueless, it is very com- 
mon for them to be pearl-shaped, or irregular. Some 
times two or three little lustrous globules are found 
adhering; and in most cases the pearl seems to be a 
secretion, formed by successive lumin.e of calcaieous 
matter. A pair of very curious muscle-shells were 
found recently by one of the pearl-diggers, having 
imbedded in "their interior surface a small white 
button. The animal apparently having been unable 
to effect its removal, had nearly covered it w ith a 
substance resembling that of which the shell itself 
is formed. 

Although pearls have been found most plentifully 
in New Jersey, it is calculated by one well-qualified 
judge that the total value of the discoveries does not 
exceed $6,000. Yet as many as one thousand men 
have been employed at one time in searching for 
pearls, and at length the mussels have been well nigh 
exterminated. This last result is not at all strange, 
when it is considered what a relentless warfare has 
been kept up against this unfortunate bivalve. One 
man, who offered some pearls for sale the other day, 
remarked that he opened two thousand without find- 
ing a pearl. Taking all that have yet been discov- 
ered, it is probable that four times their value has 
been expended in the search. Some very good 
pearls have been found in this State; also in'Massa- 
chusetts, and in some of the small streams in the 
valley of the Connecticut. A number have been re- 
ceived here from Ohio, and it is likely they exist to 
some extent w herever the black, fresh water mussel 
is found. It has been observed that the smaller and 
least attractive of the mussel tribe, such as appear 
to have had rough usage or been broken, are moft 
likely to contain the bright silvery, translucent sub- 
stance so much sought for. The "genuineness of the

That is, as to the question whether Walker really 
represented anv Nicaraguan government, or simply 
a nllibuster usurpation of the government of that 
countrv; if the Rivas government, the last acknowl- 
edged by the United States, had, as represented, 
steadily "preserved its apparent authority over the 
State everywhere, except where Walker's band held 
possession for the time being; what were the relative 
prospects of Walker and the Rivas government of 

■ eventually maintaining themselves in power; and, 
indeed, to clear up as far as possible the mysteries 

i concerning the affairs of Nicaragua, growing for the 
most part out of the misrepresentations of published 

! letters from that quarter and the misstatements of 

j many interested parties. Our confident belief is 
that Mr. Jones was sent there to obtain such infor- 

: mation. Ere he reached Nicaragua, Walker had 
been ejected; so the important point he was instruc- 

I ted to ascertain was known here ere his first dis- 
patch could have been received. That is, that the 
only government now even pretending to have ex- 
istence in Nicaragua is that of Rivas, against which 
the expelled government of Walker was simply an 
unsuccessful rebellion or usurpation of foreigners. 

We may not inappropriately add, that the idea of 
a partition of Nicaragua has never been entertained 
there, however generally the story that the other 
Central American States were about to divide her 
provinces among themselves has obtained currency 
in this country. Our information from Nicaragua — 
and the Star's readers will bear witness that for the 
last four years our sources of information from that 
quarter have not misled us in a single instance— in- 
duces us to lielieve that her allies (Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, &c.) have never once broached the sub- 
ject to her authorities. The story was evidently 
concocted in the United States in" order to stir up 
American prejudices against her (Nicaragua's) al- 
lies, who have, from first to last, steadily dealt with 
the Rivas government as the only government of 
Nicaragua, 

Immediately after the surrender and ejection of 
Walker, llivas called a congress of the chiefs of the 
State, which promptly arranged for the future of its 
government; and in accordance with that arrange- 
ment Rivas has already resigned his authority into 
the hands of a Provisional Government, of which 
Martinez, of Granada, Is the President, and Jerez, 
of Leon |(up to that time Secretary of War under 
President Rivas), is Commander-in-Chief. Rivas, 
who is old and becoming infirm, is, however, the 
leading mind of the new administration, though 
holding no ostensible office under it, which he steadi- 
ly declined. In the above brief expositions the pub- 
lic have more truth concerning Nicaragua and her 
affairs, past and present, than has found its way into 
an American newspaper for a long time.

Miss Jarratt has long been in ill health, resulting 
from dyspepsia and confinement to her duties as a 
teacher, and her friends have reason to believe that 
these causes have rendered her partially insane.

Criminal Court.— The State's Attorney yester- 
day morning announced himself ready for trial in 
the case of the State vs. John Abel, and, it being 
understood that the defendant was also ready, the 
Sheriff was ordered to bring him into court. In 
anticipation of the case being taken up, a large 
crowd of citizens had collected iu the court-room, 
who comported themselves, though manifestly much 
interested in the proceedings, with good order and 
propriety. The prisoner was brought into court, 
took a seat behind the bar, appearing very calm, 
somewhat indifferent and self-possessed. The court 
asked him if he had counsel to defend him. His 
answer was "no." 

He then asked if he was able to employ any. He 
replied he was, but that he would like, with the 
court's permission, to defend himself; and he wish- 
ed to make a short statement — and, giving the court 
to understand it was nothing in regard to the case, 
he was told to proceed. His remarks, as well as we 
can remember, were as follows: 

"I had the misfortune last Wednesday to kill Mr. 
John Eversou, a citizen of this place. On Friday- 
night I was taken out of the jail and carried, as I 
supposed, to I* hung, to the lower end of the rope- 
walk in the Navy Yard. On the way I met my 
mother — I expected to be executed. A gentleman 
there asked if I would, if carried back, select a jury- 
out of an hundred men, and have my trial next 
week — which is this week — 1 replied that 1 would; 
and I am here this morning to fulfill the agreement. 
I feel mvself to be a doomed man— I am ready for 
trial, and shall abide the justice which this hall of 
justice shall give me." 

He was told by the court that he could have or 
employ counsel to advise with him, if desired. 

He replied, "I do not wish any counsel. I prefer 
to conduct the case myself. I do not wish to have 
anv lawyer to injure his reputation in defending me, 
or have "the shame or judgment of the people against 
him.

"The Attorney General, Mr. Sale, remarked to the 
court that he preferred to have the defendant em- 
ploy or select counsel, as he had never prosecuted a 
| man without; and the prisoner being told by the 
court the dutv of a lawver, &c, Mr. Abel selected 
E. W. M. King, W. T. "Brown, and C. B. Frazier. 
Esqs., who retired for a few moments with him, and 
w hen they returned Mr. Abel announced that he 
had consulted his jawyers and had learned from 
them that an important w itness in the case had gone 
to the countrv; that he had no knowledge of it till 
now, and had determined to give himself up for 
trial, but that now he should give everything over 
to his lawyers and do as they advised; that he would 
only ask "a delay until morning, and that he would 
be readv for trial, and, turning to the audience, he 
further "remarked that he thought this was but fair, 
and he hoped this w ould satisfy all. 

The cause w as continued as desired, snd the pris- 
oner remanded to jail. The empaneling of the jury 
will commence this morning.

Bloody Rencounter at Murkreesboro', Tenn. 
—Two J/en Seriously and Probably Fatally Wounded. 
A difficulty occurred at Murfreesboro', on Monday 
night, between two young men named Fly and 
Thompson, in which the latter was shot through the 
body. After receiving the wound. Thompson ran 
and Fly attempted to shoot him again, but the ball 
struck a young man named Somons, who was stand- 
ing in the door through which Thompson attempted 
to pass. 

It is supposed by physicians that the two young 
men are mortailv wounded.

New York, July 5. 
Several riots occurred in this city yesterday, the 
most serious of which originated in" a" Bowery fight 
and was continued with great ferocity for an hour, 
clubs, stones, bottles, and fire arms being freely 
used. The Five Pointers were gradually driven 
back. Eight persons were killed in this riot and 
about thirty, including several policemen, were 
wounded. At one period the rioters had the streets 
barricaded, defying the policemen, of whom there 
were upward of a hundred present. Three regi- 
ments of State troops were ordered out and kept in 
reserve, but their services were not required, as the 
riot was finally suppressed by the exertions of the 
police. 

In minor riots which occurred during the day two 
persons were killed and twenty or thirty "badly 
wounded. In nearly all the disturbances ex-police- 
men were conspicuous actors. With the exception 
of these riots among rowdies, the day passed off fine- 
ly. The weather was propitious. The military and 
civic displays were brilliant and imposing, and the 
fire-works at Brooklyn, Williamsburg, and other 
suburbs were of the most gorgeous description. The 
pyrotechnic display of the city proper was postponed 
on account of the partial damage to pieces caused 
by the damp weather of the week. 

Bo9TOX, July 5. 

The national holiday was celebrated with the 
usual patriotic demonstrations. The weather was 
fine. A melancholy accident occurred during the 
day which tended to mar the festivities. As a pub- 
lic display of fire-works was progressing upon the 
common, a shell rocket mortar burst, killing Geo. 
P. Tewksburv, formerlv harbor master of this port. 
Asa L. Libbv, Patrick Cook, and John McMahon. 
and badly injuring Mr. Wiseman Marshall, the tra- 
gedian, and John C. Robinson. 

Providence, July 5. 
The 4th was celebrated here with an unusual dis- 
play. Dr. Sears, the President of Brown Universi- 
ty, delivered an excellent oration. There were two 
balloon ascensions, one by King of Philadelphia, 
and the other by Allen of Providence. Botli the 
ascensions were very fine, and the balloons landed in 
two hours. 

Baltimore, July 5. 
There was a serious disturbance during yesterday 
in this city. A man named Uobert Frazier killed a 
German in a tavern row. Two children were acci- 
dentally shot bv the careless using of fire arms. 
One of the children died and the other is fatally in, 
jured. 

W4MMMI, July .">. 
The observance of the Fourth here was remarka- 
ble for quietness, order, and sobriety. There was 
not a single row or casualty a* far as ascertained. 
The news of ex-Secretary Marcy's death spread 
gloom over the city.
